market was Interpreted today as a 
g o-slow warning ag ainst several of 
the administration’s big tax and 
speeding projects. 
This interpretation

inside the reserve board. Wall street 
mildly celebrated the cut in marg in 
trading req uirements which should 
boost stock ex chang e business and 
brokers’ commissions. 
Another slant came from Senior 
Board Member Marrlner S. Eccles 
who. told a television audience last 
nig ht that “in my opinion, the re­ 
cession has been underway for sev­ 
eral months.” Tiie marg in order was 
interpreted widely as an acknowl­ 
edg ement by the board that a de­ 
flationary economic trend is now 
well established. 
Eccles appeared on Dumont’s pro­ 
g ram. "Newsweek Looks at The 
News," He said some recession was 
desirable, even healthy. He warned 
that it would be undesirable to com­ 
bat is rig ht now with all the props 
and cushions with which the g ov­ 
ernment can 
oppose 
deflation. 
These shock absorbers should be ap­ 
plied g radually, Eccles held. 
Speculate Future 
There was speculation here that 
the board contemplated future ¿ac­ 
tions as conditions warranted,1 in­ 
cluding lowering of bank reserve 
req uirements to spur lending . And 
further relax ation of reg ulation "W” 
by which the board controls the con­ 
ditions of installment buying . * 
The g o-slow 
interpretation 
ap­ 
plied to several big money admin­ 
istration prog rams keyed to infla­ 
tionary rather than to recession con­ 
ditions. These included ex pansion of 
social 
security 
and 
a 
national 
health insurance system, both sup­ 
ported by substantial payroll tax es. 
Immediate effect of the board's 
marg in order was ex pected to be 
sturdy stimulation of stock market 
trading , leading to the appearance 
of more risk capital for investment 
in new enterprises. 
Tlw order was the second this 
month by which the Federal Re­ 
serve board indicated the ex istence 
of a deflationary trend which haa 
been variously described as a mild 
recession, a levelling off, a 
slow 
down and a business slump. On 
March 2, the board relax ed reg ula­ 
tion W ’ on 12 items including au- 
toipobiles. washing machines, vacu­ 
um cleaners, furniture, and cer­

But nearly all countries admitting 
refugee immigrants refuse to accept , 
doctors because of the opposition of 
local medical associations, the IRO 
said in a recent report. 
The report listed the personal 
qualifications of a random group 
of the unemploy ed doctors. 
There is a 44-y ear-old Hungarian 
gy necologist, author of 53 published 
scientific works and former profes­ 
sor at a Hungarian university , de­ 
ported to Germany in 1945 with his 
20-y ear-old wife; 
A 51-y ear-old stateless Russian 
widow, former assistant senior phy ­ 
sician at the Ukrainian national 
hospital of Kiev, who was deported 
to Germany in 1943 with her 25- 
vear-old daughter and now lives In 
a displaced 
persons 
camp 
near 
Munich; 
A former professor of internal 
medicines at the University of Kiev,' 
author of more than 7 0 scientific 
works, who practices only on fellow 
refugees ' at Aschaffenburg, Ger­ 
many : 
The former owner and chief sur­ 
geon of a private clinic at Riga, 
Latvia, now a refugee with his wife 
in the French zone of Germany ; 
A 33-y ear-old Hungarian general 
practitioner, liberated by the Unit­ 
ed States army from a Gestapo 
prison, where he faced trial and a 
certain death sentence as an 
al­ 
leged "saboteur”; a Jewish-Yugo- 
slav psy chiatrist, who survived im­ 
prisonment in six 
different 
Nazi 
concentration camps. 
Without Pa ra llel 
The pool of skilled phy sicians in 
the 
refugee 
camps 
"is 
without 
parallel in history ,” the IRO report 
said. "With many sections of the 
globe in desperate need of compe­ 
tent doctors, these phy sicians are 
working in the overcrowded ruins oi 
Western Europe.” 
In most cases, the refugee doc­ 
tors are helping to care for their 
fellow refugees, but as more and 
more refugees are re-settled over­ 
seas, the doctors remain behind 
because no country will admit them. 
The only countries accepting refu­ 
gee doctors "in very small numbers," 
the report said, are Norway , the 
Netherlands, Venezuela and Iran. A 
certain number may also be admit­ 
ted to the United States. 
Most countries tor them because 
their medical associations fear com­ 
petition or a lowering of medical 
standards, according to the IRO re­ 
port. Many doctors have been mi­ 
grating as unskilled laborers and 
carry ing on illicit practices in order 
to maintain themselves and theu 
families during the y ears necessary 
to qualify for local medical degrees. 
The report stressed the difficulties 
of long training and examination in 
unfamiliar languages for persons long 
past the student stage. The fears 
of the medical associations "are 
largely groundless," tlie report said. 
"As for competition, no country in 
the world has sufficient doctors to 
maintain the tost possible level of 
health in all its areas.”

To Test Hardship Import

LOS ANGELES, March 29—Liver 
may become an important item in 
Arm and Navy chow—to help men 
endure abnormal environments. 
T iver ha: been found to contain 
an unidentified s^methlnt! which 
protects rats against certain ail­ 
ments th at develop under condition* 
of stress. 
The stress factors include physi­ 
cal exertion, long exposure to cold, 
toxic reactions to drugs and diffi­ 
culties due to thyroid gland irregu­ 
larities. 
Tn everyday living, men may en­ 
dure all these hardships fot' a time 
without notice ble bad effects. The 
ailments may appear after long per- 
irds of living in abnormal environ­ 
ments such as the jungle or the 
polar cold. 
There Is no real proof yet that 
this unidentified liver substance can 
do for man what it does for rats. 
Only human tests can show that, 
llae Rats 
However, scientists use rata for 
such experiments mainly because 
their 
nutrition 
mechanisms 
are 
much like those of humans. In this 
case the armed forces were the first 
to get reports on th? exoeriments 
The reports included a suggestion 
that liver b* Included “as generous­ 
ly as possible in the diet of military 
personnel." 
The research was done by Dr. B. 
H. FrshofT of the Emory W Thurs­ 
ton laboratories, Los Angeles. 
The 
quarterm aster food and 
container 
institute of the armed forces fin­ 
anced the work. Details were pub­ 
lished in scientific Journals. 
Manufacturers produce B vita­ 
mins and other compounds from 
liver. However, none of the .stand­ 
ard preparations of liver fractions 
contains 
the 
seemingly 
precious 
anti-stress factor. Dr Ershoff said 
It is present in commercially dried 
whole liver and In liver cooked In 
homes and restaurants. 
Cooking 
does not destroy the 
unidentified 
substance. 
Dr^ ErshofT first found the stuff 
in 1947. 
He tested it by feeding 
some rats with whole» U rn- and 
others with liver extracts.

First, he tried it on rata which 
had been slightly poisoned with ex­ 
cessive doses of thyroid, making 
them like hyperthyroid people. 
Animals not receiving whole liver 
grew slowly and died prematurely 
of heart disease. Those getting the 
substance in their diet continued to 
grow. 
They also lived longer, in 
spite of thyroid poisoning. 
Then Dr. Ershoff kept two groups 
of rats in a room where the tem­ 
perature was slightly above freez­ 
ing. 
The rats getting whole liver 
gained more weight than the oth­ 
ers. 
Rats with under-active thy­ 
roids died in this cold when they 
did net get whole liver to eat. 
Another rat group was given ata- 
K"ire. an anti-rralarin drug, in tox­ 
ic doees. 
Unless given liver their 
growth slowed, sex glands developed 
pocrly and they showed symptom- 
of heart disease. 
About the same thing happened 
tor rats given poisonous doses of 
prom in. a drug used against leprosy 
and tuberculosis. Again whole liver 
came to the rescue. 
It probably also can bs protectlor 
against the toxic effects of 
som< 
sulfa drugs, Dr. Ershoff said. 
Several research laboratories have 
gone to work on this 
substance. 
Some have expressed the ballef that 
It is the same as vitamin B-12. Dr 
Ershoff claims evidence that It *s 
not B-12.
